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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney for applicant claimed that Bostwick does not teach 48 to be 
a cooling air hole and rather it contains a bearing (para 29). However, the examiner pointed out that there are many 
openings on the on the main plate (20) that could constitute a cooling air hole such as the multiple openings 60 (see 
Fig. 1). These cooling air holes meet with the air coming in from the holes 106 on the side opposite the electric motor 
(64) (see Fig. 6) and mix with the air stream coming in from 96 and that flows radially outward to the side of the main 
plate opposite the electric motor (64) and thus meeting the limitation of claim 1 (lines 11-12) and claim 2 (lines 11-12). 
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
